An Ominous Quiet. 


TloMKSTKAD, Pa., July 8.—This has 


been a day of quiet, marked by no un- 
usual incident to disturb itn peace, but 
the troubles which caused the tragedy 
of Wednesday arc seemingly as far 
from adjustment as over. Under the 
excellent leadership of the prominent 
associate?), tho locked-out workmen 
havo maintained a quiet attitude, but 
beneath thu surface of their calm de- 
meanor a rigid determination exists, 
and tho men nro ready to meet any 
emergency that confronts them. Tho 
highways to and from Homestead and 
the banks nf the Monongahola river aro 
patroled by squads of men. Strangers 
aro stoppcil and questioned and mode 
to tfivc good accounts of themselves. 


An unusual feature of tho trouble is 


that tho town of Homestead is more 
quiet and orderly than it IH whan noth- 
ing of interesting nature is in the field. 
Ity the advice of their lenders tho men 
have kept Indoors nil day. 
No unusual 


gatherings are seen except at the rail- 
way station and tho crossings at train 
time. 
No loud talking la heard on the 


streets; np utterances are Indulged In; 
all Is <^uiot as a Sunday calm. 


Funerals of tho three men killed; in 


the battle on Wednesday were held to- 


day, 
out they wcrn attended only by 


that reverential character that pro- 
vails at ooromonlos of a similar char- 
acter in times of peace. Thin Is the 
situation in a nutshell. 


Tho most important event of this 


day of uncertainty, other than tUo 
meeting at the rink, was tho oonfor- 
eneo 
held this 
afternoon between 


Sheriff MoCleary, of Allegheny county, 
and a committee of citi'/.ann of Home- 
stead. The 
RhcrltY had been invited 


to meet this committee and endeavor 
to ell'ect some arrangement for the 
prevention of further trouble. Tie ar- 
rived in Homestead Into thin afternoon 
and met the committee. Tho men had 
promised to be at tho meeting place, 
but less than half of their nil labor 
were present when the sheriff put in an 
iippearnnc,o. 


Dr. Studden, a prominent citi7.cn, 


acted as spokesman. 
He told tho sher- 


iff that hn would agree to put n suffi- 
cient number of reputable citizens tn 
the Curnagio works as a guarantee for 
thoir protection from violence If Mr. 
Frick and other 
persons interested 


would also yo. The sheriff gave no 
promise und went back to Pittsburgh. 


Tho small number of men In attend- 


ance at tho conference with the sheriff 
was duo, It is believed, to a suspicion 
that has grown to almost gen oral pro- 
portions In Ilotnostoad, that MoCleary 
is not disposed to deal fairly with 
the locked-out men. It was openly 
stated to-night by some of the working- 
men that they believed MeCleary was 
awaiting- his opportunity of creating 
nmro 
trouble 
In 
order 
to 
turn 


the trend of popular sympathy from 
the .strikers. The harsh feeling against 
him IH intensilHid, however, l>y the sus- 
picion that the shorlif knew of tho in- 
tcntinn of the 1'inlcerton men to take 
•possession of the Carnegio plant. Tho 
nime Tin leer ton to the l<»ekod-out work- 
men is like the waving of a rod,flag in 
front of a bull, and in their eyes a man 
cannot commit a greater sin than havo 
connection with the hated man. 


To-night a rumor gained currency 


that ('apt. 
1'fib Pinker ton was 
in 


Homestead. To-day he was reported 
to lie in 1'ittsburgh, and the man to 
whom his name was applied created 
some exeitoment by drawing- a re- 
volver on a newspaper roportor, Con- 
servative men do not believe that Pink- 
erton would takn liia life in his own 
hands without reason, for he woulddo 
so by coming to Homestead. The fcol- 
in<? against him hero is so strong that 
thecook'st heads would hardly have in- 
iluenee with the excited people to keep 
him from bodily harm. 


The statement mado to-day by Socro,- 


tarp Lovejny of the Homestead works, 
that he with two other officials, was 
prevented from entering the Carnegie 
property to-day Is denied to-night by 
several of tho men prominently con- 
nected with the strike. T" -tin to say, 
their denial extends to 
11 statement 


that no orders were issued to prevent 
any of those eon nee tod with tho works 
from entering thn property, and thoy 
hardly think it would have been ap- 
plied to Mr. Lovojoy if ha had made 
himself known. 


Little Interest appears to bo mani- 


fested in the oxpeeted arrival hero of 
T. V. Powderly, 
.1. W. Hayes and 


othi-r prominent labor men. Tho poo- 
pie believe that \Veiho, Garland, O'Hon- 
nell and others of their own leaders 
are capable of iiuumginp' the troubles 
in the hest interests of the working- 
men. 
To-night O'Donnell, with three 


of the local leaders aro In Harrlaburpr 
conferring with (Jov. Pattlson as to the 
trouble4. 
It is imdcrHtoixl that thoy 


will importune him not to call out the 
state troops until every other means to 
prevent violence Is exhausted 


Tho bodies of throe of tho victim* of 


Wednesday's bloody fray were interred 
to-day quietly and with little ostenta- 
tion in tho little Homestead comotery. 
Hirgus were the only musical selections 
heard on tho streets. People of the 
town stopped and stood by respect- 
fully as each grim cortege passed, but 
the looks of stern determination on the 
faces of those who had lost friends or 
relatives at the handu of tho Pinker- 
tons boded no good for those who might 
make another attempt U) take posses- 
sion of tho Carnegie works under tlic 
authority nf the great detective agency. 


The body of Henry Strlegol, n lad of 


10 years, wns the tlrstof those interred. 
Ho was a mere boy who had gone to 
tho scone of tho battle to cnrry food to 
some of the workmen there. A stray 
bullet cut short his life. 
A delegation 


of the turnerbund, of which he was a 
member, attended tho funeral, headed 
by a brass band. Services were held at 
the German Catholic church and the 
Imdy was then In tor red. 
" Tho other funerals wero those of 
Jos« ph. Sotak, a 
Hungarian, 
and 


Thomas \Veldon. The funeral of the 
lattor was probably better attended 
than those of the other two victims, 
Woldon mot death In a peculiar way. 
Ho was attempting to break a gwn 
after the Pinkerton forces had surren- 
dered,

gun went off, 


killing him Instantly. 
Many hun- 


dred members of societies to which he 
belonged marched through the dust 
and the heat of the sun to the place o*

Are Xaktne No Arranffementi to Bend 
Man to Homestead, 


CINCINNATI, July 0.—Inquiry at tho 


Pan Handle railroad depot yesterday 
morning developed the fact that no ar- 
rangements are being made by that 
company to send men to Homestead. 
"There is absolutely no foundation for 
the r umor," said Cap t Broen, ' "and 
the only reason 
I can

it is that for three days we have 
been sending out n larger number ol 
cars than usual to accommodate excur- 
sionists to New York. Hut that Is over 
and we are now sending out only the 
usual trains with the usual number ol 
coaches. No additional cars aro being 
fitted up, nor has there been any indi- 
cation that any will be needed for such 
a purpose."

I do 
not know whethor I shall make another 
call on the governor, ft Is impossible 
to agree to lot strikers guard tho 
works. Tho company would never got 
possession of them in that case. I am 
not prepared to nay if 1 will place my 
own deputies In thu mill." 


Proflere of Assistance. 


IIoMEflTKAi>, Pa., 
.1 uly 0.—A tall, 


burly man, carry Ing a riflo, strode 
wearily into Homestead at daybreak 
nnd inquired for tho 
Amalgamated 


headquarters. 
When questioned by a 


reporter he said: "I am from Jones <Sc 
Laughlin'8 mill. There arc about one 
hundred more in tho brush at Six Mile 
ferry, waiting to inarch into tlio town. 
They are armed and wo havo comn to

A Startling Rumor—The Rlotera 
Resort. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 0.—A startling 


rumor, which cannot bo vouched for, is 
Current that the Homestead strikers arc 
ftetcrmlned to make tho events at that 
place as costly as possible before they 
Will acknowlege defeat. Tho report is 
that several South Side men who aro 
thoroughly Informed as to the man- 
ner of handling dynamite effectively 
nave been employed to act when an 
Emergency comes. 
It is said that tho 


Strikers will not permit injury to thn 
Darnugle mills until they have ox- 
liaustetl all other moans. Tho last step 
will be the use of dynamite. Aa soon 
as an armed forco appears on tho 
ground, either tlio deputy sheriffs or 
the militia, It la asserted that tho 
Aynatniters will be prepared to hurl 
bombs into the mill, and an effort will 
bo made to destroy the entire plant

8t. John's, N. F, the Scene of a 


Great Conflagration. 


& SCORE OF FIRES AT THE SAME THE 


Spread Destruction Through the De- 


voted Clty-Threo Thousand Peo- 


ple Homeless and the Pice Still 


Burning—Immense Losses. 


HALIFAX, N. S., July n.—The most 


disastrous fin- in trui history of St. 
John's, N. P., broke out this afternoon 
L.uring a heavy (rttle. It originated in 
a small wooden ImiUUntf 011 Tungo Ulll, 
near tho top of the mountain. Tho 
high wind curried live embers in all di- 
rectionfi, and soon a score of connnfrnv- 
ttohs were spreading destruction. The 
Masonic temple, the Methodist college, 
thu Oowon-streot Methodist church, 
the majestic cathedrals of tho English 
and Roman Catholic churches, thu 
two finest places or worship, built at a

nmim life destroyed of the permanent 
disability of many ot the survivors; bat 
within twenty days after tbe wholesale 
vaccination of that time, there was a 
marked decline in the epidemic, which 
declined until the disease lied out for 
want of unvaccmated individuals 01 
which to prey.

"The dramatic manner in which news- 


paper reports of railroad wrecks fre- 
quently refer to tbe heroic engineer who 
died with bis hand on tbe throttle is 
amusing," said a railroad official yeetei 
dny. Ot conrse nothing too pood can lie 
said about a man who loses his life at Lii 
post of duty, but tbe plain fact is that 
an engineer who 'dies with bis hand on 
tbe throttle' does ao because he has 
nothing else to take hold of. I have 
made a few runs niysolf in my time anil 
I speak by the card. It is generally ad- 
mitted by experienced locomotive engin- 
eers tbat the safest tiling to do when a 
collision is about to occur Is to drop down 
behind the boiler head and grasp tbe 
throttle regulator 
with both bunds. 


This may prevent the engineer from being 
hurled out of tbe cab, and tbe boiler 
bead protects him to a great extent from 
being crushed when the cab is telescoped 
from the front. Of course if the tender 
is thrown upon the cab be will be oaught 
from the rear, but he takes bis chances 
at the best. It he jumps he is very lia- 
ble to strike a stone pile or to Imvo the 
engine f.ill over on him before he can 
get away, and I think the records will 
ebow that fully as many engineers are 
killed by jumping us by sticking to their 
Cuba and holding to tho throttle regula- 
tor, which is the mof-t convenient and 
substantial means of support."

furniture, its elaborate dioorntions, ind 
its heavily pnnoled ceiling, whose grace- 
ful lines are strongly marked by the solid 
oak beams and arches, which make np 
its ensemble 
On entering the loggm, one sees also a 


moat home hke nnd nttr ict'.ve feature, in 
the shape ct an opon fireplnce, sngges 
tive of comfort and hocpltahty, whioh is 
still further enhanced aa one proceeds 


From th> loggias, commodious and 


easy stnirs lend to the galleries, nnd the 
customary desolate nud uninviting gal 
lery entrances are entirely nvoided BO 
that the balcony, as arranged, is renlly a 
part of the audience room and the seats 
in it as desirable ns those upon the main 
Uoor 
The entire interior finish ot the nudito 


num is in osk, finished in n light and 
agreeable tint, tbe construction being 
accentuated by strong lines which are 
continued by tbe decoration and the in- 
terior fiu.9h, until the climax is reached 
in the ceding, an ornamental timber 
roof, consisting ot a double groined arch, 
nobly paneled in oak and ash, the strong 
markings of which bring ont most bean 
titnlly the natural grain ot the material 


The gallery front is finished with nn 


open balustrade, or railing, with alter- 
nate turned and octagonal banisters, 
which give the whole an effect ot light

tbe opportunity to exert their good taste, 
which they have done to a surprising de-

All the windows of the auditorium and 


those which separate the auditorium 
from the Sunday school room are failed 
with variegated opalescent and iridescent 
glass treated with a tracery of lace work, 
in delicate tints, occasionally enriched by 
brilliant jewel work 
Ot these, the 


group of west windows, ten in all, form 
perhaps tbe most; striking feature 


Treated in delicately ah.ided tones, the 


whole mass becomes a grand object les 
Bon in color and lignre, and taken 
throughout, the windows ire such us 
grow in richness and power under the 
eye of the observer 
The decoration has 


been done in such a way as to harmonize 
with and enrich the glass, and the whole 
effect of the interior la so composed as to 
melt together m one grand picture of 
chromatic harmony 


The lighting of the church has been 


made an especial feature 
It is fitted for 


both gas and electricity, the intention 
being, however, to roly generally upon 
electric lighting. 


In iddition to the ornate brass ohande 


her, which hangs from the intersection 
of the groined ceiling, there are scat- 
tered about nt v inons points numbers of 
electric lampa, which give a most bril 
lnmt effect to the room 


Hundreds of feet of wire have been 


used for the distribution of the electric 
current to these ninny points, and the 
whole converge 
to 
i single point 


where by meane of numerous switches 
the lights for all parts of the building are 


controlled 
la connection with the lighting of the 


church, a novel idea hne been introduced. 
On the sides of the mam tower nre twelve 
lancet windows filled with colored glass 
behind which are hung electric lights, 
whiob it is the intention to use at such 
time as services a re being held m the 
ohnroh 


l(eBide=i being a most attractive feature 


the inviting aspect of theee lights to the 
outsider, will certainly have a pleasing 
effect 


The building IB heated throughout by 


steam, a large portion of which is in- 
direct, that is, the air is carried into the 
building over heated pipes through air 
chambers and distributed at various 
points moderately warm 
This is par 


tionlarly tbe case in the auditorium, 
where a sm ill register nnder each pew, 
which can be regulated by the occupant 
provides fresh and waim air 


The ventilation is provided for by 


large Hues which exhaust the hot air at 
will, from various parts of the auditor 
mm, and which are controlled by regis- 
ters worked by cords at n central point 


As before st itod, the architect of tbe 


church is Henry F Starbuck, of Chi 
oago, who has since taken up his rest 
deuce in Decatur, and the work has been 
done from its first inception under his 
personal superintendence Besides the 
general design of the building, he has 
designed tbe organ frost, the pulpit 
furniture and the pews, and has gene- 
rally directed the decorations and fur- 
nishing of the church, 
and he has 


brought to the work an enthusiasm and
